Fifty-fifth anniversary of Declaration of Human 


Rights to be observed in Madoc

Madoc- December 10" 
2003 is the fifty-fifth anni- 
versary of the signing of the 
\'niversal Déclaration of Hu- 
man Rights that was signed 

on December 10° 1948. The 

General Assembly of the 
L'nited Nations adopted and 
proclaimed the declaration. 
All of the delegate countries 
of the United Nations were 
called upon to publicize the 
document in their native 
countries, teach about it in 
schools and other institu- 
tions. 

Sebastian Sallans has de- 
cided to recognize the his- 
torical importance of De- 
cember 10* by giving a pres- 
entation on Human Rights 
and the work of Amnesty 
International. 

In a statement to the 
press Mr. Sallans wrote “I 
invite the community to join 
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me on December 10” in the 
Cultural Centre of the Ma- 
doc Public Library to come 
and learn about human 
rights. | have displays and 
will answer questions. I will 
also offer people the chance 
to take part in actions de- 
signed by Amnesty Interna- 
tional to save the lives of 
political prisoners and others 
whose human rights are not 
respected around the world.” 
The event will be held from 
the hours of noon until 
5:00pm at the Cultural Cen- 
tre in the library located at 
29 Davidson Street. 

That an event of interna- 
tional and historic magnitude 
be observed in Madoc On- 
tario is unusual, the fact that 
the organizer Sebastian 
Sallans is only eleven years 
old is remarkable. 

Mr. Sallan’s said when 
reached by phone “that he 
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Madoc Public School held a Celebrity Look-alike contest to promote school spirit, 


was horrified by what hap- 
pens to child soldiers”, who 
are being forced to fight and 
kill in-hotspots around the 
world and he began writing 
letters of protest a few years 
ago, inspired by the letters, 
his mother was writing. 


The first letter he wrote 
was to protest the imprison- 
ment of a Myomin Zaw, a 
student living in Myanmar 
(formerly Burma) for his 
nonviolent demonstration for 
better education.

Madoc- The First Annual 
Province-Wide Open House 
Tour was held on Saturday, 
November 29* by the newly 
formed network known as 
the Ontario Straw Bale Build- 
ing Coalition (OSBBC). The 
coalition is a network of 
builders: homeowners, pro- 
fessionals and concerned 
citizens. working for a sus- 
tainable building environ- 
ment. It was formed; to pro- 
vide information to people 
with an interest in straw bale 
buildings, to initiate and sup- 
port efforts to further the 
base of knowledge about 
straw bale buildings, and to 
foster a community of build- 
ers and owners involved in 
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Straw bale building. 


Their goals are; to inspire 
a movement towards a more 
environmentally responsible 
builbuilding environment, 
using the lowest possible 
embodied energy and toxic- 
ity and employ them in build- 
ings designed to maximize 
the potential for renewable 
energies and minimizing the 
use of fossil fuels, by dra- 
matically lowering energy 
consumption. 

The house tour was held 
to create public awareness 
for the OSBBC and to pro- 
mote greener cost effective 
ways to construct buildings. 
It was designed to have own- 
ers of straw bale buildings 
open these buildings to the 


public, to give people an op- 
portunity to “step inside 
some straw bale buildings. 
See what they are like and 
get some honest feed back 
from owner’s about their 
buildings”, as the coalition 
web site says “and answer 
questions about straw bale 
construction and experience 
how people live quite com- 
fortably, often using alterna- 
tive forms of energy than 
those generated by hydro 
electric power. 

There are three families 
living in straw bale houses 
in the area. One is located in 
Norwood and is owned by 
Gail and Brian Robins who 
chose to get their electricity 
from traditional means, like 
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most of us, and heat their 
home with wood. The other 
two families live in Madoc. 
All three homes were built by 
writer tarned builder, Chris 
Magwood of Camel's Back 
Constniction. “I neyer in- 
tended to build houses for a 
living. I fell-into house build- 
ing as a career after I began 
researching ways to improve 
the construction of my own 
home in a way that would 
minimize energy consump- 
tion by improving its con- 
struction in a cost effective 
way.” says Magwood. 
“Word got out, people be- 
came interestéd in what I 
was doing and started com- 
ing around to ask questions 
and watch.”

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Gail and Brian contracted 
Camel's Back Construction 
of Madoc to build their 
home, which is also “The 
Robins’ Nest Retreat Bed 
and Breakfast in Norwood. 
Wood burned in the fireplace 
that dominates the great 
room, is their principal 
source of heat. Gail explains 
that the electrical baseboard 
heaters were installed in the 
bathrooms because “Build- 
ing codes require that a sec- 
ond source of heat be in- 
stalled.” However they have 
relied on fires to heat their 
2800 square foot home. “We 
really don't need a fire until 
evening in the winter” says 
Gail “but our guests like to 
sit in front of the fire so we 
tend to burn more wood 
than we require.” Last year, 
which was a severe winter 
the Robin's burned 10 cords 
of wood. There is no base- 
ment in the house. It is all 
built on one level to take ad- 
vantage of the specially con- 
structed concrete floor that 
the house sits on. This slab 
is called a “heat sink” and the 
principal behind it is that 
once it heats up it holds the 
heat for a very long time. The 
only place where heat can 
escape is through the dou- 
ble paned argon gas low E 
windows. 


. According to the Camel’s 
Back web site their company 
has been building with straw 
bales for over five years. 
Their web site goes on to say 
that they believe that “straw 
bale building is the most en- 
vironmentally sound, effi- 
cient and attractive way of 
constructing homes to 
match the demands and ex- 
pectation of modern life in 
northern climates. These ide- 
als of reduced environmen- 
tal impact, energy efficiency 
and aesthetic beauty are the 
central motivation behind the 
building that we do.” 

The web site says that, 
“Straw bale homes offer in- 
sulation values of R-40 to R- 
45, more than double that of 
standard frame homes... 
The walls are also less ex- 
pensive than wood-frame 
walls. Environmentally, the 
use of straw bales replaces 
the majority of the framing 
lumber, manufactured insu- 
lation and plastic barriers 
with an annually renewable, 
agricultural waste product. 
Straw bale homes consist- 
ently use less than one half 
of the heating and cooling 
energy required by standard 
frame homes. They use the 
same foundation, flooring 


_and roofing technologies fa- 


miliar to builders of frame 
houses. A. straw bale house 
has a 4 times greater fire rat- 
ing and 7 times greater hur- 
ricane and earthquake rating 
than traditional construction. 
The bales are compacted 
during construction of the 
walls removing the oxygen 
from the walls. Conse- 
quently house fires burn 
slower and there is not the 
presence’s of insects or ro- 
dents. 

If than interior of an av- 
erage Canadian home is 
made up of straight lines and 


corners, than a straw bale 


house interior can be made 
up of wonderful organic 
curves and arches much like 
homes of adobe constructiori 
popular in the south western 
United States. 


A freestanding airtight 
wood burning stove heats 
the straw bale home of Craig 
Magwood and Marianne 
Beacon. Their stonemason, 
John Marrow, who built the 
hearth that the stove sits on, 
worked with the shape of the 
stone to dictate the design of 
the hearth. The results be- 
ing a very organic looking 
appearance. They are off- 
the-grid and produce their 
own electricity using solar 
panels; twelve batteries store 
the power. They have taken 
advantage of the size and 
shape of straw bales by mak- 
ing a window seat in their liv- 
ing room. The home is two 
stories and is dominated by 
one room built for doing 
martial arts that is visible 
from the upstairs hallway 
that led to the bedrooms. A 
wonderful stained glass win- 
dow of a dragon dominates 
the room. The design uses 
three hundred pieces of glass 
and was created by their 
friend David Ramsey. 

Marianne demonstrated 
how easy it was to keep track 
of solar power that is stored 
and generated and being con- 
sumed, by pushing a few 
buttons on a devise on her 
kitchen wall that resembles 
a thermostat. Of solar power 
she says “that although eve- 
ryone in the house doesn’t 
need to know how the 
equipment works, it helps to 
have someone in the home 
know what's going on.” 

Natural products were 
used as much as possible to 
avoid “off gassing of chemi- 
cals” explains Marianne. 

Although the couple 
moved in a week before the 
house tour, the home has an 
uncanny feeling of having 
been occupied for much 
longer, which Marianne 
thinks was achieved by their 
choice of using natural prod- 
ucts. 


Chris Magwood and Julie 
Bowen live in the prototype 
that was the first of thirty- 
two homes he has built or 
had a hand in building. Two 
cords of wood are used to 
heat the 1600 square foot 
house per year. Magwood 
explains “that since building 
this house he has learned to 
use the building materials 
primarily plastering and fin- 
ishing in a more artistic 
way.” As well as building 
homes, Chris Magwood 
conducts workshops on how 
to build straw bale houses. 
“When a straw bale house is 
constructed volunteers 
come. It really is a/ot like 
barn building of the pio- 
neers,” says Magwood.

In September of 2002, 
then 13 year old Cadet Joey 
Falls, using his knowledge of 
First Aid, saved a Marmora 
man’s life. Although other 
adults were on the scene, it 
was this young Cadet, Joey 
Falls, who took charge. 

“The patient survived and 
is still living in this munici- 
pality today thanks to this 
young man and the training 
he received from the Cadet 
program” stated the local 
Fire Chief Bronson in a let- 
ter supporting the recom- 
mendation for the Life.Sav- 
ing Award by Lt. 
Matacheskie of the“Army 
Cadets. 


In Joey’s own words... 


On September 15 2002 at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. my 
friend Douglas King and I 
were visiting Mr. Eugene 
Hubley in the Village of Mar- 
mora. We were just sitting 
around the table talking when 
Eugene said that he had pains 
in his chest. I asked him if 
he was ok and he answered, 
“No. I'm not.” 

He then fell to the floor. I 
jumped around the table to 
check him. He had no pulse. 

I told Douglas King to call 
911 and he ran out the door 
to a pay phone.

I decided to give him CPR 
that I had learned at Cadets. 

I gave him 15 compres- 
sion’s and 2 breaths. 

Eugene slowly began to 
breathe on his own just as the 
ambulance arrived. 

I felt very happy that I 
was able to save Eugene. 

I told my mother what had 
happened and what I did. She 
was very proud of me. 

Joey’s statement was read 
during a special presentation 
to him last Sunday Evening 
at the 385 RC(Army)CC An- 
nual Christmas Dinner for the 
Cadets. There was a roar of 
tremendous applause for this 
young hero. 

“We too are very proud 
that Joey Falls, a thirteen year 
old Army Cadet took the ini- 
tiative to get involved and 
play an important role in sav- 
ing this man’s life,” Lt. R. 
Matacheskie recommended 
this Cadet for the much hon- 
oured Life Saving Award. 

The award read in Parlia- 
ment reads: 

Most Venerable Order of 
the Hospital of St. John of 
Jerusalem Priory of Canada 

Life Saving Award Pre- 
sented to Joey Falls whom on 
September 15, 2002 in Mar- 
mora Ontario used his First 
Aid training to save a 


Thirteen year old Joey 
Falls was visiting friends 
when a man indicated that 
he had chest pains and 
quickly collapsed. 

Joey, having received his 
First Aid training with the. 
Army Cadets immediately 
went to assist. He deter- 
mined the casualty was 
without pulse, not breathing 
and unconscious. Joey in- 
structed his friend to call 
911 and initiated CPR, ad- 
ministering chest compres- 
sion and artificial respiration. 

When emergency serv- 
ices arrived, the casualty. 
was still unconscious, but 
was breathing on his own. 

Mr. Joey Falls is to be 
commended for his swift re- 
sponse and knowledge and 
use of First Aid to save a 
man’s life.

A delegation of about 
fourteen people, heightened 
by fear for their children and 
homes, approached Madoc 
Township Council, last 
Tuesday at noon. 

Hart’s Road residents of 
Madoc Township were pre- 
pared with a list of about 
twenty signatures from the 
nearby neighbourhood. 
Their concern, they stated, 
was of a group home, that 
had not been informed of; 
and because of incidences 
that had recently occurred, 
they were in fear of the 
safety of their homes and 
families. 

“We were totally unaware 
of this group home and 
should have been informed,” 


». said Diana Dafoe a resident 


of Hart’s Road, adding, “I let 
a young gentleman into my 
home who was frostbitten 
and gave him hot chocolate 
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and she smiles that she has 
to discreetly leave the room. 

..And although because 
of the weather conditions 
Joey was unable to attend the 
surprise award ceremony, 
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council responded, adding 
that according to their recent 
investigation into the matter, 
they did not believed it could 
be, under the law, considered 
a group home. 

Dafoe went on to say that 
after listening to the nineteen 
year old, she began to get 
scared, and called the police 
to remove him from her 
home.

called the police and gave 
two reports on incidences 
with the nineteen year old.

| am 8 years old. Some of

no Santa Claus. Papa says, 
“If you see it in The Sun, it’s 
so.” Please tell me the truth, 
is there a Santa Claus? 
Virginia O'Hanlon 


The editor, Franklin P. 
Church, replied with the fol- 
lowing editorial: 

Virginia, your little friends 
are wrong. They have been 
affected by the skepticism of 
a skeptical age. They do not 
believe except they see. 
They think that nothing can 
be which is not comprehen- 
sible by their little minds. All 
minds, Virginia, whether 
they be men’s or children’s, 
are little. In this great uni- 
verse of ours, man is a mere 
insect, an ant, in his intellect 
as compared with the 
boundless world about him, 
as measured by the intelli- 
gence capable of grasping 
the whole of truth and 
knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a 
Santa Claus. He exists as 
certainly as love and gener- 
osity and devotion exist, and 
you know that they abound 
and give to your life its high- 
est beauty and joy. Alas! 
How dreary would be the 
world if there were no Santa 
Claus! It would be as dreary 
as if there were no Virginias.

Operation Lookout was 
launched in the Central Hast- 
ings area in the spring of 
2003, as a result of a joint 
venture between Central 
Hastings OPP and the Hast- 
ings and Prince Edward 
Counties Health Unit. 

Operation Lookout is a 
Canada wide, high profile, 
community based proactive 
initiative to reduce the 
number of impaired drivers 
on our roads. This program 
combines the support of the 
community with the capabili- 
ties of the police. 

The program works by 
reminding citizens who be- 
lieve they have seen an im- 
paired driver to stop a crime 
in progress by calling 911. 
Drivers do not have to give

their names to police. This 
is done by reminding people 
that drinking and driving is a 
crime, and encourages 911 
calls to police by the strate- 
gic placement of signs. 
Operation Lookout signs 
were placed on roads and 
waterways in the Marmora, 
Madoc and Tweed areas in 
the spring of 2003 when the 
program was _ initially 
launched in these areas.
